Invasion talk was heard everywhere amid cries in both 
Britain and Russia for speedy opening of a second front. 
From every angle new moves appeared directed at invasion, 
but whether in the Mediterranean, the Balkans or across the 
Knghsh Channel was the Allied war chiefs' secret.

Thu s this city, 
and other u nhappy

neighboring Tu rin, will remain 
in G erm an-held territory and be 
su bject to continu al 
bom bard­ 
ment even if the rest of Italy su r­ 
renders. 
Dispatches from 
Switzerland 
say that thou sands of Milan’s in­ 
habitants have been parading the

2. Fitting up y our bedroom with 
a pollen tilter and air conditioner 
in the window. I gave a list of the

3. Pre-sea?onal Vaccination.— 
This method of prevention is be­ 
coming more and more exact and 
successful. Whereas a few y ears 
ago I reported that only about 25 
per cent of these vaccinations 
were successful, I now believe that 
in exper.enced hands the chances 
of successful prevention are close 
to 75 per cent of those who try it.

4 Psy chology - I think this is 
a very important item and one that 
certainly should not be left out. 
Most people can stand the dis­ 
agreeable features of life if they 
know what it is they are going to 
have to stand. I think the hay 
fever victim should realize that no 
m atter what he does—-pollen vac­ 
cines or what -he is never going 
to be permanently cured.

5. Medicines.—There are two 
kinds of rn dicing? that give some 
relief. One kind is taken either by 
mouth or hy podermically . 
And 
the other is local application to 
the nose or ey es. The medicines 
that give mast relief constitu­ 
tionally are adrenalin (or epine­ 
phrine), 
ephedrine 
and 
benze- 
I drine. Adrenalin is most useful 
when asthma supervenes, as it 
does with most ptople towards the 
end of the season. It would, per­ 
haps, be wise to "ave it for that 
time. Ephedrine acts in much the 
I same way , but is not usually so 
hard on that patient. (Adrenalin 
makes one very nervous.) Benze­ 
drine relaxes the bronchial tubes, 
j and relic vc? congestion. It can be 
taken by mouth. 
All of the-e can be spray ed or 
inhaled into the nose and will give 
temporary relief to the conges- 
I tion. Another good preparation 
of this ?ort is neo-sy nephrine, 
spray ed in the nose. For the ey es, 
h t boric acid solut.on dropped in 
1 the ey es or used as a compress. 
| Estivin is a preparation that has 
ha i a long, popular career of sue* 
cess, dropped in the ey es three or 
four times a day .
